The rain of the past two days has 
done much t o ‘ refresh the crops in 


Bucks County and for some it will 


mean saving them, in the opinion of 
farmers. In regard to other crops the 
rain came too late and will merely 
refresh them. 
» 
At the big Starkey farms in the 
P en n ’s Manor section it was stated 
this morning that "all crops are pret­ 
ty well stunted due to the lack of fain. 
The rain will refresh them hut that is 
about all.” 
“The beans are in bad shape and 
stunted. Spinach is very poor but the 
carrots and beets are okay. Condition 
of celery is also poor.” 
On ttie Starkey farm there are 300 
acres of asparagus which is not af­ 
fected by the drought because as p ara­ 
gus is a deep rooted plant. 
Reports from the Henry C. Picker­ 
ing farm in the vicinity of Langhorne 
stated that the rain, although light, 
had been beneficial to the crops. 
That section apparently had a heav­ 
ier rainfall than some other vicini­ 
ties. At 9.30 Wednesday evening there 
was a light rain and again about mid­ 
night there was another shower. How­ 
ever, the greater amount of precipita­ 
tion took place early yesterday morn­ 
ing.
